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KISHINEFF REVIVED. 

If Czar Nicholas hopes to maintain and strengthen 
. the good impression made upon the American people 
* by his representatives at Portsmouth in their work 

as peace envoys, he will at once take steps to pun- 
_ish summarily the brutes who are responsible for 
’ the burning alive of a child in Kert }, as the climax 
Yof the anti-Jewish riots in that city. He will also 
punish all the rioters at Kishineff and other places 
, Where the conditions of barbarity against which the 
‘ civilized world formerly protested are being revived. 
+ In 1903, after the unspeakable atrocities by the 
‘mobs at Kishineff and other Russian towns, the 
American State Department began an investiga- 
_ tion, the chief object of which was to make it pos- 
sible for sympathizers with the suffering survivors 
to give aid, in money and srpplies. 

In reply to the guarded and polite note from Sec- 
‘retary Hay, Mr. MeCormick, our Ambassador at 
, St. Petersburg, cabled that it was authoritatively 
*; denied that there was any want or suffering in 
* Southwestern Russia, where the atrocities had taken 
' place, the Russian Government brutally and blind- 

_ ly endeavoring to keep the facts from the public. 
When this was seen to be impossible, Count Cas- 
sini, in a statement to the Associated Press, at- 
ae wemeten to lay all the blame upon the Jews, but 
“asserted that the imperial euthorities were taking 
" pteps te punish the guilty and to prevent repetitions 


of the disturbances. 


- ae Russian Government, hewever, showed such 
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apathy in regard to the matter that public meetings 
were held in 27 American states, at which the public 
sentiment of the people in abhorrence of the massa- 
cre was expressed by United States Senators and 
members of Congress, Governors of States, May- 
ors, editors, clergymen of all denominations and 
other public men. Resolutions, couched in the 
strongest terms, were passed at all these meetings, 
which fully expressed the indignation of a civilized 
people at outrages which had shocked humanity. 

And what did Russia do? For the 47 men, women 
and children brutally done to death at Kishineff and 
the hundreds injured, and the vast amount of prop- 
erty destroyed, leaving hundreds of families desti- 
tute, the Russian authorities condemned one rioter 
to seven years and one to five years penal servitude. 
Twenty-three others received sentences of from one 
to two years. At a second trial two were given four 
years, one 20 years and 15 one year’s imprisonment. 
All the counsel except two retained to prosecute 
the rioters. threw up their briefs, because of the 
unjust rulings of the court, One counsel was after- 
wards banished to Siberia. 

What will Russia do now? Shall we see a repeti- 
tion of this farce?

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THE PORT OF GALVESTON. 

The Galveston Daily News calls attention to the 
great work that is being accomplished in making 
that city safe from tidal waves and tempests, 

In addition to the county sea wall, over 17,000 
feet long, which was completed in July, 1904, the 
United States Government has nearly finished an 
extension wall, to protect the government reserva- 
tion, which will make the entire length of the great 
sea wall about 22,000 feet. This will fully insure 
Galveston from disaster by wind and wave rolling 
up from the Gulf. 

The work of filling in the city and raising its 
buildings has now been going on for about 15 
months. During that time 2,850,000 cubic feet of 
earth and sand have been brought in, and this 
amount will be increased to about 12,000,000 cubic 
feet when the work is finished. Over 2000 buildings 
will be raised from two to twelve feet and the en- 
tire city may be called new. It will be a city which, 
instead of yielding to despair under a great catas- 
trophe, boldly set itself the task of making itseli 
secure against further evils of a like character. 

That the commercial world values pluck and en- 
terprise such as this is shown by the fact that dur- 
ing the past year the trade of the port has increased 
enormously, the total value now being $521,858,847. 
Galveston holds first place among the world’s ports 
in the handling of cotton and cotton products.

duced Diamonds—Cable Time

A GAS-PROPELLED polos? | 
The first vessel with its machinery driven Dy 4 gas 
engine supplied by a syction gas-producer has re- 
cently been constructed in England by the Thorny- 
croft Co., well known for their torpedo boats and 
other high-speed craft. The vessel is the result of 
the work of the German engineer, Herr Emil Capl- 
taine, who for several years has been working on 
the question of gas engines for ship propulsion, and 
has constructed several experimental craft, with 
which he has achieved marked success. The com- 
bination of the Capitaine and Thorncroft systems 
has resulted in a four-cylinder gas engine which is 
considered of high efficiency, and to embody the best 
features of the modern internal-combustion motor. 
The most interesting feature is the suction gas-| 
producer, where the coal is decomposed into gas in- 
stead of being used to produce steam, as in the or- 
dinary engine. This producer fs a steel shell with a 
fire-brick lining, into the upper part of which the 
coal or coke is charged. There is a grate where the 
fuel is burned, and a high temperature is produced, 
whereby the explosive gases evolved from the de- 
composition of coal and steam are formed. These 
gases pass from the producer into a cooling tower, 
and then they are freed from moisture in a centrif- 
ugal dryer, at which any tar is also removed. The 
gas is then led into a gas engine of special form. 
The boat in which this machinery has been fitted 
is a cruising launch 60 feet in length, and a speed of 
over 12 miles an hour is to be maintained. The ma- 
chinery {is less bulky than in the case of steam, and 
it is considered far more economical, as with the 
same amount of fuel a far longer run can be made. 


CABLE TIME REDUCED. .- 

Around the world in three-fourths of a second and 
less is the trip a cable message makes, Since the 
laying of the cable from San Francisco to Manila 
completed the telegraphic circuit of the earth, it 
became possible to measure by the ordinary method 
of telegraphic longitude the arc across the Pacific 
and hence to complete the entire circle of the globe. 
Of necessity this must be equivalent to 360 de- 
grees, or 24 hours of time, and the interest lies in 
noting how nearly the sum of the links which go 
to make up the whole approximates to this total, 
and thus obtaining some indication of the degree of 
accuracy which attaches to such operations. There 
are several routes across the Eastern Hemisphere 
by which the ends of the Pacific cable might be 
joined, and taking one direct route, via Madras, it 
appears that the closing error is less than a fifth 
of a second—that is to say, the sum of the various 
links exceeds 24 hours by only .174.second. Another 
interesting fact comes out. This Pacific cable con- 
sists of four sections divided by transmitting sta-¢# 
tions at Honolulu, Midway Island and Guam, the 
total length of cable being 7846 nautical miles. The 
time a signal takes to traverse this length, exclud-

MEASUREMENT OF LOW TEMPERATURES. 

A question often asked in connection with low tem- 
peratures is, How are they measured? and it is inter- 
esting to note that a report has recently been made 
on this subject by Sir James Dewar, who has 
achieved such marked success in low-temperature in- 
vestigations that hopes are advanced that he may 
reach absolute zero, or -273 degrees Centigrade. Now, 
as mercury freezes at -40 degrees Centigrade, it is 
quite evident that an ordinary mercurial thermome- 
ter cannot be employed at temperatures far below 
this point, and Dewar has found that within 30 or 
40 degrees of absolute zero it is not convenient to use 
a gas thermometer, while the _ electric-resistance 
thermometer of platinum or other metals is not suita- 
ble. Consequently, there remains the thermo-couple, 
where a difference of temperature affecting two met- 
als joined together produces an electromotive force 
which can be measured with an ordinary galvanom- 
eter. 

Dewar used a thermo-couple of German silver and 
platinum, which had been seasoned by a sudden cool- 
ing in liquid air, and then restored to ordinary tem- 
peratures, after which it was cooled again in liquid 
oxygen. The thermometer is half as sensitive at 
six degrees absolute as at 20.5 absolute, and on the 
assumption of the correctness of the relation between 
electromotive force and temperature at these as at 


Slightly over three feet 


higher temperatures, accurate readings ought to be 
made with such a thermometer down to six degrees 
absolute. With this instrument the melting point of 
hydrogen was studied, and found to be about the 
mcan of the values obtained with the gas thermom- 
eter, thus indicating that 
quite trustworthy. 


ARTIFICIAL PRODUCTION OF REAL DIA- 
MONDS. | 

Diamonds as beautiful as those found in the cele- 

brated Kimberley mines, in South Africa, are now 


made in the electric furnace; and the only difference 


between those taken from the extinct craters of vol- 
canoes abroad and those formed by applying heat 
and pressure at home is the consequential one of 
size. 

Mr. Henry W. Fisher, chief engineer «f the Stan- 
dard Underground Cable Co. of New York City, has 
improved upon Moissan’s method in many respects, 
but especially in the manner in which the contents 
of the crucible are immersed in the ceoling bath. 
Other improvements relate to the construction of the 
furnace and the means employed for obtaining a 
more intense and uniform heat, ™ 

To create these beautiful little gems Mr. Fisher 
employed a current that reached as high as 1200 
amperes and the maximum power required was about 
50 kilowatts. The arc produced by this great ex- 
penditure of energy caused the temperature of the 
furnace to speedily reach the limits of the pyrom- 
eter used to determine its value, which was 1960 deg. 
C. The work of the arc had, however, only begun, 
and before the matrix was ready for the water bath 
it was estimated that its temperature had risen 
to a point near 2500 deg. C., and it is quite probable 
that in some places within the crucible this reached 
as high a value as 3500 to 4000 deg. C. 

While the stones thus formed are not large enough 
to be of commercial importance, it is of more than 
passing interest, for it points out a way for the 
manufacture of diamond powder for polishing and) 
grinding purposes, and Mr. Fisher is confident that 
his future investigations will result in a process by 
which he will be enabled to producé ciamonds of fair- 
ly good proportions, 


AN ASTRONOMICAL CLOCK. 

Dickery, dickery, dock, the mouse ran up the clock 
—but scarcely a clock like Mr. Ernest Weber’s in 
Gotha, Germany, which shows not only the hour, 
minute and second, but also the day, month, year, 
church calendar, with the date of the spring full 
moon, Easter, first Sunday in Advent, saints’ days 
and festivals for past, present and future; the mean 
solar time for Europe and Greenwich, and the posi- 
tions of the most important fixed stars. Vega, 
which, owing to the westward motions of the equi- 
noxes along the ecliptic will be the pole star in 14,000 
A. D., is shown &as well as Alpha Draconia, which 
held that honor 4000 years ago. Mercury and Venus 
are represented revoiving in their correct synodic pe- 
riods, and Mars, Jupiter and Saturn revolve in their 
respective sidereal periods. This magical clock also 
shows whether the year is a common or a leap 
year, and automatically inserts the extra day every 
fourth ‘year, as well as every four hundredth year. 
high, containing over 300 
wheels and pinions, this horological wonder has been 
christened by the Germans a kunstuhr or art clock. 


ELECTRIC SMELTERS IN CANADA. 

Canada may find her deliverer in electricity. The 
Dominion Government has appropriated $15,000 for 
making experiments with the electrical process of 
smelting ores and manufacturing steel. All kinds 
of ores will be experimented with, and important 
results are expected. Great possibilities for Canada 
underlie the inauguration of a cheaper process for 
manufacturing pig iron and steel than is now In use. 
Ontario is dotted with ore bodies, the development 
of which is prevented by lack of cheap fuel. The 
cost of conveying the coal in the eastern and western 
parts of Canada to points where coke is needed for 
smelting purposes is prohibitive. On the other 
hand, there are a great many sources of water power 
throughout the provinces of Ontario and Quebec, 
where electricity can be developed and utilized. If 
the electric system proves commercially feasible 
Canada is looking for the inflow of much capital to 
develop its mining resources. 


WHAT ARE FULGURITES? 
From the Lamp. 

The fulgurites are caused by the lightning striking 
in the sand, and by means of the holes the size of the 
stroke of lightning may be ascertained. In addition, 
the tremendous force and the intense heat of the elec- 
trical stroke may be calculated. 

As a usual thing, when lightning strikes in the 
sand the intense heat of the electric fluid as it 
forces its way downward causes fusion, which pro- 
duces a frail tube, with interior walls of a greenish- 
black amorphous glass, the surface of which is quite 
smooth, while the exterior of the tube is roughly 
granular and greatly corrugated. These holes in the 
sand, with walls of glass, sometimes extend to a 
depth of 30 feet, but usually the force of the stroke 
is not so tremendous. The diameter of the holes 
varies from an eighth of an inch to an-inch, and this 
indicates the volume of the electrical fluid and the 
size of the stroke. 

When one considers the great heat necessary to 
melt sand into glass, and the infinitely brief duration 
of a stroke of lightning—merely a flash—some idea 
may be obtained of the imense heat of the lightning, 
which in an instant’s contact causes the fusion: of 
the sand and the formation of the tube. 


TWO MILES A MINUTE. 
Consul McNally, Liege, Belgium, in Consular Sanerts: 

The Belgian administration has asked the Congress 
to appropriate $10,615,000 for a new railway into Ger- 
many via Louvain, St. Trond and Argenteau. 

The new line will help to meet the close competition 
of the Dutch railways.

AVOIDING RHEUMATISM. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

According to the Medical Record, the way to get 
rid of uric acid, the accumulation of which in the 
body causes rheumatism, is to maintain the alkalinity 
of the blood. One cause of diminished alkalinity is 
“high nutrition’’—excessive eating—but not much is 
to be gained by excessive reduction of the amount 
of focd taken. A happy mean is to be maintained, 
as regards the quantity of food consumed, between 
too much and too little. People who underfeed them- 
selves usually heve a subnormal temperature, de- 
fective circulation and deficient blood color, and are 
very susceptible to bacterfal infections. Warm cloth- 
ing and avoidance of needless exposure to cold are 
required of one who wishes to prevent the accumula- 
tion of uric acid. A nice balance of mental and phy- 
sical labor is also prescribed. The injunction to ab- 
stain from fruit when out of season—from October 
to April—is a hard saying. Eating freely of potatoes, 
esvecially in cold weather, is recommended by Alex- 
ander Haig, whose opinion.has weight. Only in very 
warm weather, he says, may fruit be taken safely to 
any large extent. Some emphasis is laid on securing 
a proper distribution of time between bodily and 
mental exertion. Above all, says Dr. Haig, one must 
“dispense with dependence on tonics, stimulants and 
bracing climates. The result will be a better balance 
of mind and body, and a more healthy, natural and 
useful existence than has been generally experienced 
either by ourselves or by our ancestors in the pre- 
vious century. ’

PADUCAH, Ky., Sept. 9.—Judge W. 
M. Reed, sitting on the Circuit bench 
here, has overruled a motion for a new 
trial of Mrs. Mary Brockwell, who mur- 
dered her three little children by giving 
them morphine which she had dissolved 
in coal oil, and a sentence of imprison- 
fhent for life has been given her. 

In the trial the attorneys for Mrs. 
~Brockwell set up a plea of insanity as 
defense, but a careful examination of 
the woman by experts failed to reveal 
any traces of mental disorder. 

The crime, which was committed last 
March, was considered one of the most 
atrocious in the criminal annals of the 
State. 

In love with a mah much her junior 
Mrs. Brockwell found that he would not 
marry her because of the three young 
children, whose ages ranged from 2 to 
8 years. 

The woman made several attempts to

In a short time the drug took effect 
and the heartless mother watched the 
sufferings of her little ones until a 
neighbor came in and noticing the con- 
dition of the children insisted that a 
doctor be summoned. 

By the time the physician arrived it 
was too late to save them and they died 
in the presence of the mother. 

Suspicions were aroused and an analy- 
sis of the stomach showed the presence 
of morphine.

WYOMING COWMEN 
ARE IN TROUBL 


Quarantine Against Mange 
Causing Cattle Industry 
Much Worry. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LARAMIE, Wyo., Sept. 9.—Ranchmen 
east of a line drawn north and south 
through Rawlins in this State are 
facing this fall a situation which prac- 
tically precludes the possibility of their 
being able to ship any cattie as feed- 
ers this year. This condition is vrougnt 
about by the fact that the Government 
has quarantined the eastern portion of 
| Wyoming because of the prevalence of 
mange. 

This disease, which is caused by a 

arasite similar to that causing «cab- 
es in sheep, is said to have exitec here 
for a number of years and the ranch- 
men having taken no concerted action 
for its extinction, the Government has 
now taken a hand. No cattle of any 
kind ean at present be shipped out of 
this portion of the State unless they 
have previously been dipped twice un- 
der the supervision of a Government 
inspector, except fat cattle that are to 
go straight to the butcher's block. Cat- 
ile that are shipped to market and prr- 
chased fer feeders must be dipped in the 
same manner at the stockyards at which 
tnev are sold. 

The difficulty which more than any- 
thing else worries the ranchmen is the 
fact that there are but few dipping 
plants in the country and none at «ll 
at shipping points. Several of the big 
cattle companies have in the last two 
years built dipping plants of their own 
and have dipped their herds as closely 
as’ they found it practical, but they 
say that the disease is being con- 
stantly communicated to their cattle 
afresh by the herds or the stray cattle 
of the smaller ranchmen upon the same 
ranges. The smaller ranchmen on the 
other hand say that the expense of 
building dipping plants makes it im- 
possible for them to dip and that in 
any case the stray cattle of the big 
ranchmen would communicate the dis- 
ease to them afresh. 

The situation is serious in that the 
chief source of income for many of the 
ranchmen of this section has been the 
shipping of feeders to Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and Iowa, and the present quaran- 
tine will practically put a stop to the 
trade and to the selling of stock 
straight to the feeders, a great deal of 
which has been done in former years 
The same mange itself is not as a rule 
dangerous to the cattle except in the 
winter and in the early spring months 
if the cattle are in poor condition, when 
the constant irritation causes the stock 
to remain poor and in extreme cases 
a scheme must be formulated to pro- 
vide dipping plants at suitable locations 
made in conjunction with the Govern. 
ment to eradicate the disease ang have 
the State declared clear.

Clusion act in this Federal district, 
Which borders'on the Rio Grande for 
several hundred miles, are confronted 
with a new problem in dealing with 
the Celestials. Hundreds of Chinese 
who were brought over to Mexico direct 
from China to work in mines and on 
the plantations of that country are dis. 
satisfied and want to get back to their 
homes in the Orient. They are aware 
of the fact that free transportation back 
to China awaits themselves on this side 
of the border, and, as a result, there 
has been a steady stream of Chinamen 
wending their way toward the Rio 
Grande for several weeks. 

Large bunches of these stranded Ce- 
lestials have already reached El Paso 
and other border points. Of course, the 
border inspectors were quick to take 
them in, and they were tried and sen- 
tenced to deportation. ‘And still they 
came. Those who fell into ‘the hands 
of the United tSates ,officers offered 
no complaint at their capture. It costs 
the United States Government about 
$400 for each Chinaman deported. 

The Government officials have re- 
solved to make it unnleasant for the 
Chinamen who attempt to play this 
game by keeping them confined in the 
border jails for three or four months 
before giving them trial and sentencing 
them to deportation. It is believed 
that this jail method will go a long way 
toward lessening the unlawful entries.

“T MAY,” TELLS TRAPPER 


Mountaineers, However, Hope 
He'll Leave Secret Service 
Men Home During Trip. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WOODFORD, Vt., Sept. 9.—The 279 in- 
habitants of this quiet vale are in the 
throes of expectation; other nearby vil- 
lages are sitting up and taking notice 
and the whole section of the county of 
which Woodford is a part, is discussing 
one all-absorbing question. This is 
whether President Roosevelt will really 
come here this fall to hunt bears. No 
one in Woodford ever saw a President 
of the United States and some of the 
residents never saw steam or trolley 
cars. One man once heard a former 
governor speak at a political meeting 
and he has been regarded with certain 
awe ever since. So it is little wonder 
that the citizens are excited. 

The report that Mr. Roosevelt might 
visit the place on a bear hunt was 
first brought by courtfer from Benning- 
ton, 
pulsations such as have not been ex- 
perienced since Fort Sumter was fired 
upon. The crowd at Smith's store, the 
only one in the village, could not believe 
The couriey, nowever, stuck 
to his statement. He said that he got 
the news straight from John Barney 
Wright, the veteran bear trapper who 
lives just below the Vermont line in 
Williamstown, Mass., and slays black 
bears in the Green Mountain State. 
Everyone knew that Barney had seen 
and talked with the President, but the 
exact conversation was not recorded 
until the trapper got ready to tell it. 


What Barney Says He Said. 


‘Don't go out West bear hunting tls 
fall, Mr. President, but come to Wil- 
liamstown and we will drop over into 
Vermont and give you as fine sport as 
you can find anywhere,’’ is just what 
Barney says he said. To this the trap- 
per declares the President replied: “I'll 
surely come if I can arrange it. Let me 
know when the hunting time comes and 
I'll try to get there.”’ 

This is the nearest Woodford ever got 
to entertaining a real live head of the 
American Government and it nearly 
choked from holding its breath. Will 
he really come? Won't some great mat- 
ter of importance hold him at the last 
minute? Isn't Woodford t0o0 unim- 
portant a place to be visited by such a 
great official? These are the questions 
which are staggering the whole village. 

Barney—they never call him John—be- 
lieves all obstacles will be swept aside 
once the President makes up his mind 
that the bears of Bennington County 
are as scrappy as they are reported to 
be. And the word of the veteran trap- 
per goes a long ways here. He doesnt 
believe the President has forgotten all 
about the bears and the invitation long 
ago. 

‘‘He spoke real serious, just as thuugh 
he meant it,”’ he says, ‘“‘and if he can 
only git the fall chores to the White 
House done comf’table like I know he'll 
right shoulder arms with the blunder- 
buss and p'int for Vermont,”’ 

The only thing that bothers Woo- 
ford is the possible appearance of se- 
cret service men. It is known that the 
President is attended’ by them wnhner- 
ever he goes, and if they are anything 
like sheriffs and deputy sheriffs this 
lumbering community wants nothing to 
do with them. The expeditions of county 
officers on hunts for moonshiners and 
poachers have not been pleasant. Ike 
Whitaker, in dwelling on the matter, 
delivered the general opinion as follows:

Experts on batting have often re- 
marked that you can not impart style 
to a man. There are as many styles in 
batting as there are batters in profes- 
sional baseball. They range from the 
graceful to the awkward, from the easy 
to the constrained. 

There are many little things about 
batting, such as gripping the bat, stand- 
ing close or far from the plate and 
swinging the bat that can be acquired 
and which bring about improvement, 
but in the main a man will adjust his 
body at the plate in a manner that is 
natural to him and which suits him 
best. 

‘“Form’’ in batting is a somewhat 
vague quality. -Nobody worries much 
about what a batter’s form may be if 
he can hit over .300. Possibly batters 
could improve their hitting by learning 
to “follow through’’ as the golfer ana 
billiardist does, but if batters stopped 
to follow through their batting swing 
the chances are they would be thrown 
out on what otherwise would be base 
hits. It is the batter's business to get 
away from the plate as quickly as pos- 
sible after meeting the ball, and he has 
little time .to follow through. 


Keeler Is Graceful. 

Among the top-notch batters of the 
country can be found distinct illustra- 
tions of the different batting types. 
Willie Keeler, one of the most scientific 
batsmen that ever put wood to leather, 
has in the matter of natural grace and 
unconstrained alertness an ideal posi- 


tion at bat. Yet he does not make any 
more base hits than does big George 
Stone of the St. Louis Browns, whose 
ungainly position at the bat tends to 
econtrovert tenets that ‘‘stance’’ may cut 
any figure in batting a baseball. 
Keeler and Stone are two entirely op- 
posite types. Keeler’ stands erect at the 
bat, with his heels together, close to 
the plate, his head bent slightly for- 
ward so that it is nearly over the plate, 
his face toward the pitcher, but his 
body toward the plate. Generally his 
bat rests quietly on his left shoulder— 
he is a left-handed hitter—but he often 
makes one or two slight movements 
with the bat as the pitcher is about 
to wind up. He is watchfulness itseif 
and thoroughly at ease, so placed that 
he can pounce on a pitched ball that 
Suits him and follow exactly the course 
of the pitched ball, always ready to hit. 
Stone, too, is a left-hander at the bat, 
but he has a pronounced crouch and ap- 
parently such a position that he can- 
not recover, once pulled out of his po- 
sition by a curve. Yet he meets a bull 
squarely and with great force. Stone is 
more of a swinger than Keeler, whose 
motion is quicker and sharper, though 
sometimes it consists of simply a short 
chop that mects the ball, and nothing 


else. 

The peerless batter, Napoleo 
is what may be deacribed a ‘ce 
quarter face hitter. His whole body is 
turned toward the pitcher. He Stands 
very erect, moves his bat a little, but 
like Keeler, indulges in very few false 


motions. Like nearly every good bate

| ter, he is not far from the plat«, and Is 


not to be driven back by balls ciose in. 
He is graceful, easy and relaxed. He 
does not swing hard, but his eye is so 
true and he times bat and ball so ac- 
Curately that the solid impact drives 
the ball on many long journeys when 
there has been no hard swing. Lajoie 
is turned toward the pitcher more than 
most batsmen, but his position in that 
regard is not as pronounced as was An- 
sons. Anson, a wonderful batter 
throughout his career on the diamond, 
faced the pitcher squarely. Neverthe 
less, he could pick them out, high or 
low, inside or outside the plate, just as 
Lajoie can. 

Si Seymour, a cracking good sticker, 
does not suggest good form at the plate. 
He bends well over, waves his bat 
around in a nervous manner, and is apt 
to create the very erroneous impression 
that he is a mark at the bat. All pitch- 
ers know better. Seymour is a natural 
hitter, and a very competent one, but 
shy on style. 

A more ungainly batter than Bradley 
of the Clevelands does not exist, Yet 
he is a terror to pitchers. He stoops 
and crouches and twists his head and 
altogether appears to be a shining ex- 
ample of how not to bat; yet he stands 
in the way that comes natural to him, 
and is a heavy hitter. 

Wagner Suggests Strength. 

Wagner, the Pittsburg slugger, sug- 
gests strength rather than grace. He 
bats in no set style, but takes positions 
that he thinks are suited ‘to the occa- 
sion. Sometimes he swings his bat to 
and fro, as if in deflance at the pitcher, 
and makes free, terrific swings at the 
ball, pivoting around on his heels if he 
misses, and he is more apt to miss than 
when he chokes his bat in the Keeler 
and Elberfeld manner. He gets a good 
many hits for the simple reason that he 
goes against a ball so hard it often 
is whizzing by a fielder before the lat- 
ter can get to it. He can bat with 
feet together, or with the left foot well 
advanced and partially facing the 
pitcher. 

Mike Donlin of the New York WNa- 
tionals is another batter who is always 
prepared. Like Kelley and Keeler, he 
can decide when the ball is almost upon 
him. He is not as unconcerned or nat- 
ural in manner at the plate as Kelley, 
but makes more base hits. His feet are 
neither together nor far apart, but so 
placed that he can take a short step 
up to the ball, make a quick lunge and 
meet the horsehide on the nose. He 
pushes the bat rather than swings it, 
has it under good control when doing 
this, and can hit to every field. Dan 
McGann is a much freer hitter than 
Donlin; that is, he makes a freer, wider 
swing, grasping his bat at the handle 
and getting a full sweep, while Donlin 
takes hold of the bludgeon further up 
and gets his body into the blow more 
than McGann. 

One of the most attractive batters in 
baseball is Mike Grady, straight as a 
soldier, yet not at all stiff, the bat rest- 
ing on his shoulder and not a move un- 
til he is ready to swing. Few batters 
hit the ball with as much force as does 


Grady. 
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ROWING ABILITY 
NOT HEREDITAR 


Son of Coach Ten Eyck Is Only 
a Fair Sculler—Beaten by 
Second-Raters.

Headwork is best shown in eternal vigi- 
lance. Every minute of the time a 
player must be thinking and watching. 
An almost imperceptible false motion 
by an opponent must be observed, and, 
if it carries advantage, must be em- 
braced, It may be contended that base 
running includes headwork. True, but 
it is one of the minor manifestations. 
Headwork in a general sense means the 
use of brains into the minutest detail 
of the game.

COUNTRY BEWAIL LOSS 
OF VETERAN PLAYERS

During the past week at least a half- 
dozen of the leading football teams of 
the country started to work for the 
1905 campaign so soon to open, and 
within the next 10 days all the squads 
will be in the field. 

The actual playing season will be ush- 
ered ig by a*few games on Sept. 16 
and. will continue 11 weeks. Last year 
Thanksgiving Day came earlier in No- 
vember than this year, which meant a 
shorter season, and consequently less 
time in which teams might develop for 
their important contests. It is not un- 
reasonable to expect, therefore, that 
with more time to devote to the pro- 
cedure of -picking men and welding 
them into a team, the climax of the 
season will find teams of better grade 


than last year. 

An attempt ta determine at this time 
the comparative strength of the teams 
would be more or less guesswork, but 
judging from advance reports as a 
whole the coaches will be forced to de- 
pend a great deal upon new material.

Personal History. 


W. T. CARLETON. 


T, CARLETON, the baritone-man- 
ager of ‘‘When Johnny Comes 


| | ° Marching Wome,’ has probably 


had a more extensive experience in opera in 
all its pheses than any other artist now 
before the public. Mr. Carleton was born in 
London, England, on the 23d day of August, 
1849. At the age of 153 he was the leader of 
a chureh choir and, following up his musical 
predilections, was an amateur up to the age 
of 20. when he placed himself under the tul- 
tion of Sir Julius Benedict, who discovered 
natural abilities in the young singer, such as 
to warrant him in advising that he adopt 
the lyric stage as a profession. 

The fireat four years of his career were con- 
fined to England, where he sang at Covent 
Garden. the Gayety Theater and with the 
Crystal Palace Opera Co. At the termination 
of this period Pareppa Rosa, the prima donna, 
had retired from the American operatic stage, 
and Clara Louise Kellogg, the American can- 
tatrice, decided to abandon Italian opera and 
sing in her own native tongue. This organiza- 
tion was formed under the title of the Kellogg 
Opera Company, and consisted of the best ar- 
tists then in America, but in order to get a 
leading tenor and baritone it was necessary 
to go to Europe. Maurice Grau, the eminent 
impresario of the Metropolitan English Grand 
Opera Company, Was manager, in connection 
with C. D. Hess, and they went to England 
to find the singers necessary to complete the 

tion.

principal tenor and young Carleton as principal 
baritane. The at the Academy 
of Music, in Philadel ey Oct. 5, 1873, with 

‘“‘Fanst’ as the premier, Mr. Carleton singing 
Valentine to the Marguerite of Miss Kellogg. 
Ilis suecess was so pronounced that he wag 
immediately engaged for five years, with a 
gradual increase of salary. At the termina- 
tien of this contract he adopted the concert 
stage, until in 1879 he was induced to accept 
an engagement with Col. Mapleson to return 
to London for two years, where he appeared 
at Her Majesty's Theater, duplicating his 
American success in Italian opera. The fact 
that he did not Italianize his name was greatly 
in his favor with the English press at that 
time, for many English artists had deemed 
it necessary to assume Tuscan appellations, 
and almost forgot thelr native tongue. 

During his two years at Her Majesty's he 
was associated with the greatest artists in 
the world, Madame Patti being the only great 
p ima donna that he did not sing with. His 
debut at Her Majesty's was made with Chris- 
tine Nilsson in the cast. 

After concluding his London engagement he 
returned to America under contract with Max 
Strakosch, and sang ages opera in both ming:

CLINTON, Mo., Sept. $.—The affairs 
of the défunct Salmon & Salmon Rank, 
involving as they do, a net loss to this 
community of probably $700,000, and 
rendering disconsolate, if not actually 
homeless, some of Clinton’s most prom- 
inent families, will receive attention this 
week from the Henry County grand 
jury, which will convene here Tuesday. 

Many witnesses have been summoned.

Attorney-General Hadley is expected 
to assist Prosecuting Attorney John LI. 
Hinkle in the conduct of the investiga- 
tion. 

Prosecutor Hinkle has announced that 
he will leave nothing undone to probe 
the matter to the bottom; to find out 
why it was—and whose fault it was— 
that the Salmon bank creditors were 
o thoroughly deceived into believing 
their money was safe up to the hour the 
bank closed its doors three months ago. 

Thomas M. Casey, manager of the 
bank and the man around whom the 
story of the bank's failure centers, is 
still confined to his room, his physician 
asserting, and Casey himself contend- 
ing, that he is too ill to leave his home; 
that the shock of appearing among 
those once his bosom friends would en- 
danger his life. 

Mr. Casey has already been made a 
defendant and his attorneys intimate 
that, even if he is compelled to go be- 
fore the grand jury, he will claim his 


constitutional rights. 
Casey Really the Bank. 
ar brought to light 


In the facts thus 
it appears that Thomas M. Casey was 
the Salmon & Salmon bank; that he 
dictated its methods and controlled iis 
affairs and with unques- 
tioned authority, since 1896; that he 
looked after the drafts, notes, credit 
slips indicating deposits in other banks, 
the principal books of the bank and 
everything pertaining in every way to 
the management of the institution. 

And the history of the bank is one 
unending chapter of confidence on the 
part of the depositors in the men who 
owned and controlled it. 

Seven hundred thousand dollars is no 
licht sum for even a large city bank to 
lose. If apportioned among its citi- 
zens this-amount would make the per 
capita wealth of Henry County greater 
than it is in the United States. a 

It has already been shown that more 
than $110,000 worth of forged paper was 
issued from the Salmon & Salmon 
bank. A more complete inquiry may 
add considerably to this item. 

Large sums were credited on the 
books of the Salmon & Salmon bank, 
as being on deposit at other banks, 
when, as a matter of fact, there was 
no reserve fund whatever at the dis- 
posal of the bank. 

An interesting item of this kind came 
to light only a day or two ago. His 
passbook shows that the County Treas- 
urer had on deposit at the Salmon bank 
when the Secretary of State closed it 
about $45,000." The books of the bank 
show only $6000 to the County Treasur- 
er’s credit. 

Here alone is a shortage of $39,000. 
That this occurred repeatedly is clearly 
established from the bank’s ledgers. 


Correspondence Missing. 

An important point which the grand 
jury will consider relates to the dis- 
appearance from the office of the Sal- 
mon & Salmon Bank of practically all 
ofthe correspondence relating to the 
bank’s affairs. 

Numerous letters were sent by the 
bank to its various -correspondents 
throughout the country and the replies 
to these were equally numerous. If at 
hand now they would throw material 
light on many transactions which at 
present remain unexplained. 

Notwithstanding a menacing storm of 
accusations, Thomas M. Casey has 
maintained a sepulchral silence. 

There are not a few who cling to the 
belief that if he should consent to talk 
and make a clean breast of it all as he 
has been urged by friends to do he 
would have something interesting and 
startling to say. 

Casey became actively associated with 
the Salmon & Salmon Bank: in 1896. Even 
dent tothat time, it has been discov- 
ered that the bank was pressed for 
funds from time to time. 

In the course of his deposition inci- 
dent to the libel suit of former Secretary 
of State Sam B. Cook against the St. 
Touis Post-Dispatch, Dr. G. Y. Salmon, 
who, with his brother, Maj. Harvey W. 
Salmon, owned the bank, testified that 
soon after the slump in the price of cat- 
tle—about the year 1887—the resources 
of the bank suffered by reason of his

Salmon positively asserted a 
week ago that he was entirely unfa- 
miliar with the affairs of the Salmon & 
Salmon Bank. He said he had relin- 
quished all direct management of the 
institution in 1890, when he went to 
Washington to secure legislation in re- 
gard to the Indian land claims. He 
testified that he knew absolutely noth- 
ing of the large sum of money which 
his bank owed the Kansas City State 
Bank, although he and Mr. Cox, Presi- 
ident of the latter institution, had a 
long and intimate personal acquaint- 
ance. 


Salmon Pleads Ignorance. 

“I did not Know the bank owed a dol- 
lar until informed that it had failed,” 
said Maj. Salmon. 

George Warth is # years old. His 
deposition, owing to his enfeebled con- 
dition, was taken at his home in Clin- 
ton. 

Witness had a distinct recollection of 
the daily statements’ furnished to Maj. 
Salmon and he also recalied that month- 
ly statements were sent regularly to 
the office of the Secretary of State.

Bank “Shaky” in 1908. 


Several employes have already testi- 
fied that the Salmon & Salmon Bank 
was in a shaky condition immediately 


after the failure of ‘“‘Cattle King’ Geo. 
M. Casey in 1903. 

W. F. Carter, an old employe, told of 
a run on the Salmon bank, following 
Casey's fatiure. At that time, he said, 
he paid out from $100,000 to $200,000. The 
hank needed money long before it closed

State Senator CC. C. Dickinson testi- 
fied In reference to the note for $35,000 
given to the Commonwealth Trust Co. 
of St. Louis. This note bore the sig- 
natures of several persons, among them 
Thomas Gaines, whose attorney Senator * 
Dickinson is. 

Senator Dickinson, in response to 
questions from Gen. Crow, said that 
early in June last he was visited in his 
office in Clinton by Leg McDonald, rep- 
resentative of the Commonwealth Trust 
Co. McDonald formerly lived tn Clin- 
ton and was at. one time a State Bank 
Examiner. He asked Senator Dickin- 
son, so witness testified, regarding the 
financial standing Gaines and other re- 
puted indorsers of the $35,000 note. On 
being informed that the indorsers were 
good for $200,000, McDonald returned to 
St. Louis. 

Subsequently, Gaines called at the 
Senator's office. While there, Senator 
Dicktnson says he casually inquired of 
Gaines if his name was on much paper.

Cox’s Startling Testimony. 

The testimony obtained during ~- the 
past week in connection with Mr. Cook’s 
action for damages showed a striking 
bond of friedship between the Kansas 
City State Bank and the Clinton Insti- 
tution. 

Supplementing his previous testimony, 
Mr. Cox submitted data showing that, 
on Dec. 19, 194, the Salmon & Salmon 
Bank had overdrawn its account at his 
bank to the amount of $208,000. This is 
$8000 more than the capital stock of the 
Kansas City State Bank and four times 
that of the Salmon & Salmon Bank. 

He explained this large overdraft by 
saying that he had the utmost confi- 
dence in the financial standing of Mad. | 
Salmon and his brother. He believed | 
them to be very wealthy. 

He was asked if he had ever directed 
an inquiry to a commercial agency rel- 
ative to the Salmon & Salmon Bank. 
He replied that he had not. 

Mr. Cox refused to say how he came 
into possession of $100,000 in collateral 
received by him after the three notes 
of Dec, 21, 1904, were given to him by 
the Salmon & Salmon Bank. 

His attorney, Mr. Holmes, es emgage to 
Mr. Cox's giving this information, con- 
tending that it would merely gratify 
the curiosity of certain persons trying 
to pry into the affairs of the Kansas 
City State Bank. 

Attorney Crow referred the question 
to Notary Jetmore, who held the ques- 
tion to be perfectly competent. Mr. 
Cox still refused to answer and Mr. 
Crow said he would pass over the 
question temporarily. 


Admits Overdrafts Unusual. 
Mr Cox admitted that the Salmon & 


Salmon overdrafts in December, 1904, 
were unusual. In his previous testi- 
mony, he said they were not considered 
out of the ordinary. 

When reminded of the Indian land 
claims, Mr. Cox said that at his first 
examination he had forgotten that he 
was associated with Maj. Salmon at 
Washington in pressing these claims 
and received a fee -of $65,000 for his 
work. ye Salmon got a like fee. 

At the time of his death, George M. 
Casey, father of Thomas Casey, was in- 
debted to the Western Exchange Bank 
of Kansas City in the sum of $80,000. 
As security, the Western Exchange 
Bank held collateral in the shape of 
141 bonds of the face value of $1000 
ench of the Tebo Land and Cattle Co. 

The stock of the Tebo Land and Cattle 
(Co. was given as collateral by Casey 
for loans made to him by the Salmon 
é& Salmon bank. 

Mr. Cox testified he bought the Tebo 
land and Cattle Co. bonds for $127,000, 
or at about 90 cents on the dollar, their 
total valuation being estimated at $14],- 
00). Having paid the Western Exchange 
Bank for the bonds held by that in- 
stitution, Mr. Cox testified he credited 
the Salmon & Salmon bank with $61,000 
on the books of his bank. This was

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—A bill to 
raise the pay of both officers and en. 
listed men in the army and navy will be 
presented to the next Congress and the 
etrongest influence obtainable will be 
Drought to bear to have it made a law. 
The many scandals which have come 
to light through the raising of pay ac- 
counts, embezzlement of Government 
funds and other irregularities which 
have come to light in the past few years 
have emphasized the fact that the offi- 
cers of the army and navy are not al- 
lowed enough pay to enable them to 
support themselves and their families 
in a manner compatible with their sta- 

tion in life. 

It has peen more than a quarter of a 
century since the pay of officers has 
been increased and it is pointed out that 
during that period the cost of living has 
increased many times what it was 25 
years ago. 

Officers say that the frequent changes 
of station ordered by the Department of 
War are a source of great expense to 
them. While the Government allows 
part of the expense incurred, the 
allowance, so say the officers, does not 
nearly compensate them for transfer- 
ring themselves and their families from 
one post to another. 

Another source of expense is the con- 

etant changing and elaborating of uni- 
forms. Formerly an officer’s wardrohe 
Was not a matter of any considerable 
expense, but ncw a different uniform is 
prescribed for almost, every occasion. 
The social requirements which have be- 
come by custom to be a part of an offi- 
cer’s life are sucn as will not admit of 
any ““hand-me-downs’’ and the most ex- 
pensive material and workmanship are 
necessary if an officer wishes to be con- 
sidered in the swim, and most of them 
do. 
i In the enlisted branches of both servy- 
ices it is shown that the demand for a 
high mental caliber in the men is in- 
creasing each year and that the pay 
should be such as would induce a high- 
er grade of men to become soldiers and 
sailors. 

Competent authorities say that $13 a 
month, even with clothing, quarters and 
rations, is no inducement for the class 
of men which the service most desires. 
A large proportion of the desertions 
from the army and navy is attributed to 
the fact that the enlisted men find that 
they are but poorly paid for the work 
taey perform, and when the glamor of 
the service wears off they quit without 
the formality of obtaining a discharge. 

The matter has been much discussed 
of late in both the Army and Navy De- 
partments, and the heads of the depart- 
ments are said to be thoroughly in fa- 
vor of the movement. Those close .to 
President Roosevelt say that he favors 
the measure, and the probabilities are 
strong that the bill will meet with prac- 
tically no opposition when presented to 
Congress.

PARENTS BLAMED 
BY CHICAGO Chit 
FOR MOST CRIM 


—— - e-~_— — 


Head of Police Department Says 
Neglect of Youths Makes 
Criminals of the. Growing 
Generation. 


OFFICERS TO ARREST 
ALL IDLE BOYS 


Young Toughs Who Loaf 
Around Street Corners Will 
Be Sent to Court on Vagran- 
cy Warrants. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Chief of Police 
Collings has outlined his plan to cope 
with crime and gave an analysis of the 
conditions that operate to make Chi- 
cago the wickedest city in the world 
from the standpoint of crude robberies, 
holdups and desperate murders. 

Parental neglect he assigns as the 
chief contributor to the army of des- 
peradoes responsible for almost contin- 
uous reigns of terror in many parts of 
the city. This the chief assigns to two 
classes, neglect growing out of ignor- 
ance or poverty, and mistaken kind- 
ness that leads parents to indulge chil- 
dren in a harmful degree of liberty. The 
latter is infrequent as compared with 
the former, he asserts, yet both lead to 
the same end—late hours, bad associa- 
tions and ultimately to emulation of the 
‘thero”’ of some street corner crowd. 

One thousand vagrancy warrants of a 
new kind will be in the hands of offi- 
cérs within a week and they will be 
put into immediate use to put the 
‘hero’ out of business,” saidthe Chief. 
“We shall begin with the children, 
landing those we find in the primary 
school for crime before the Juvenile 
Court. The older fellows, who hang 
around without working will go to the 
Bridewell. The only persons who can 
stay in Chicago without danger of find- 
ing himself locked up is he who com- 
plies with the scriptural provision that 


man shall live by the sweat of his 


brow. 

“Crime flourishes in Chicago because 
of conditions unknown anywhere else In 
the world. It i8 a mistake to treat it 
from the standpoint of the work of or- 
ganized professionals. It is a product 
of evolution here—the fruit of loafing on 
street corners and less savory places. 
Put away the loafer and you have 
headed off the bandit in embryo. Ig- 
nore him and you are raising up a cow- 
ardly desperado capable of the revolt- 
ing crimes that have brought shame 
upon Chicago so often. 

“Chicago has a mixed population, 
gathered from the four corners of the 
globe. Poverty and ignorance are gen- 
eral in many districts and result in the 
children looking after themselves as 
best they can. in other instances where 
the parents are a trifle better off large 
families are responsible for the same 
results. 

“The trouble starts when the young- 
sters reach 10 years of age. They hang 
around the street corner, the alley and 
the railroad yard after school and late 
into the evening ‘pegging stones,’ an- 
noving those who pass by and hearing 
the boasts of toughs a trifle older than 
themselves. The school can do little 
against such influences and the utter 
absence of proper home influences. 

“As the boy of that type grows older 
he becomes too strong to go to work. He 
buildozes a little money out of his moth- 
er and hangs around. He preys on the 
peanut man at the corner and levies 
tribute from the banana man. He drinks 
in with eagerness the tales of the ‘hero’ 
who is now due to arrive on the scene— 
the toughest youth in the vicinity, Tne 
latter spends a little money and boasts 
of having robbed a grocery Store of $7 
the night before. Then the boy starts 
out to do a job himself. 

‘Those are the chaps who commit our 
worst crimes. They rob and shoot with 
little comprehension of the gravity of 
the offense and exhibit desperation un- 
known to the cool-headed, tairly inte!l]i- 
gent professional crook. The majority 
of the prisoners at Joliet for the most 
desperate crimes are youths from 18 to 
2s years old. The majority of criminals 
l have handled have told me this same 
story of their career. 

“Why, at Warren Avenue Station we 
brought in half a dozen young loafers of 
that type and found thgy had committed 
23 burglaries in the neighborhood during 
the carnival period a year ago. The old.

Blames Parents and City, 

“Who is to blame? The parents in 
the first place and the city next. (Chyj- 
cago cannot afford to tolerate a vast 
breeding school for crime. It hag in the 
past, and it has paid the penalty. We 
shall now try the other method and see 
if it will not produce results, 

“Officers traveling beats know the 
bad boys who belong to ‘gangs’ and 
they know the older loafers. Their at- 


tention is called to them every day and 
complaints against them are numerous. 
As soon as the necessary documents are 
prepared patrolmen will be called on to 
swear out warrants against the loafers 
regardless Of age or family ties. The 
Juvenile Court will deal with boys 
whose parents don’t seem to be able to 
or who don’t know enough to. We 
shall try to fasten $100 fines on the old- 
er fellows and let them learn how two 
work for a spell. 

“| think it will pay us better to round 
up the hangers-on at _ saloons, cigar 
stores, billiard halls, barns, corner lots 
and alleys. than to pay so much atten- 
tion to the ex-convicts. Where the lat- 
ter are at work at honest employment, 
even though not steady, I believe in jet- 
ting them alone. When they seek out 
tough resorts and bad associates we 
shall ‘vag’ them, however.

The fact that the Salmon Bank has 
been staggering since its million-dollar 
Champion Cattle company went under 
in the 80s and that it kept operating 
even after it met killing losses in the 
George M. Casey failure in October, 
1903, declared to be responsible for 
the large number of unusual incidents 
that form part of its history. 
According to Receiver Egger, there 
are about 1500 depositors of the bank. 
The amount due them 757,126.75, 
making the average individual deposit 
about $500. 

“About % per cent of these depositors 
have already proved up their claims,”’ 
says Receiver. Egger. ‘‘Many small de- 
positors are giving themselves no con- 
cern at all about the bank. There are 
some twelve who have a balance of a 
cent, and about 100 whose deposit 
less than $10. Most of these persons 
have nct troubled themselves to prove 
up their claim.”’ 

In proving up his claim a depositor 
makes oath to the amount in which 
the firm of Saimon & Salmon, bankers, 
is indebted to him, and swears “that 
there are no set-offs or counter claims 
thereto, and that he has no security in 
any manner or form® for the debt.’’ No- 
tarles administer the oath gratis,

After a cop- 
versation with W. F. Carter, a clerk in 
the bank, and with Thomas M. Casey, 
the manager, she left her money in the 
bank, and lost it when the bank clesed 
its doors. 

Carter, in his deposition, taken at Clin- 
ton last week, testified that his only 
knowledge of the condition of the bank 
came from conversations he had had 
with Thomas M. Casey and with Dp. 
G. YY. Salmon. 

“I did not examine the books, and I 
could not have told what they meant if 
| had, because I am not a bookkeeper,” 
he said in his REDORIIOR. 


TOM CASEY'S PASTOR 
WAS CAUGHT FOR $500.

SISTERS HAD TO MOVE 
TO CHEAPER QUARTERS. 


At the time of the failure of the Sal- 
mon Bank three sisters were conduct- 
ing a prosperous millinery business in a 
big store on the ground floor of the 

west side of the Courthouse square of 
Clinton. They were Miss Lavinia Dar- 
by, Miss Pinkie Darby and Mrs. Sallie 
BE, Stevens.

BANKS FORESAW CASH 


RESERVES DECREASE 


Report Is An Overwhelming 
Argument for Weekly Re- 
ports of Their Condition by 
Ail the Trust Companies. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The New York 
Evening Post, in its review of the mar- 
kets today, says: 

There is no precedent in the history 
of the New York banks for such a 
statement as they put out today, and 
there probably was never made a state- 
ment so devoid of value as a true meas- 
ure of the week's credit operations. 

The stock exchange liquidation of this 
week has undoubtedly had the eMéct of 
releasing large amounts of borrowed 
money. But when it is said that the 
largest weekly reduction, in the disas- 
trous forced liquidation of the Gates 
clique during September, 1902, was $13,- 
000,000 dnd that even the closing out of 
the speculative accounts which followed 
May 9, 1901, cut down loans, the next 
week, $24,000,000, it will be seen that the 
$30,000,000 cut reported for the present 
week need not be taken very seriously. 

The truth of the matter no doubt Is 
that the banks foresaw the decrease in 
cash reserves, which the statement 
places at $10,900,000, and summoned the 
trust companies to take over loans 
enough to put a good face on the re 
. turns. Had loans been stated as not re- 
duced at all, and the cash logs been 
what the statement makes it, there 
would have been a $2,700,000 deficit under 
required reserves. Had there been re- 
ported even $10,000,000 decrease fn the 
loans, Which is probably all the actual 
reduction that has occurred, surplus re- 
serves would still have been wiped out. 


Banks Take No Chances. 


The banks appear to have taken no 
chances, and the surplus is reported as 
only a trifle below last week. Such a 
report as this is an overwhelming argu- 
ment for weekly reports of their. con- 
dition by the trust companies. So long 
as that is withheld, the bank statement 
will continue to be as complete a de- 
ception as its figures are this week. 

The stock nfarket, which had been 
clining, recovered moderately on 
bank statement’s publication, but be- 
Zan to lose ground again before the 
elose.

The chief reason given for this is the 
rain throughout the Northwest. While 
there has not been any heavy rains re- 
ported there, there has been showers 
each day, and these have undoubtedly 
retarded the threshing. An effort to 
bull the market on damage to grain in 
the stack by lowering the quality, has 
fallen flat, although continued rains 
would have made this a real issue, The 
real bear movement in the wheat is 
not possible until the status of the 
spring wheat crop is settled. If it is to 
be held by the farmer for high prices, 
as many think the winter wheat is, the 
low prices will not develop. 

‘IT would like to know where the low 
prices are to come from if the wheat 
is not offered in sufficient quantities to 
pile it up in the elevators,” ‘said a cash 
grain man last week after noting the 
visible supply had decreased 772,000 bu. 

This question seems very pertinent. 
Last year, on a poor crop, the visible 
supply showed an increase of 827,000 bu 
for the corresponding week. The pri- 
mary receipts for four days this week 
were 3,645,000 bu, against 3,904,000 bu 
last year. 

True, last year wheat was selling at 
$1.10@1.12, against 83@84%c for No. 2 red, 
but the people must have flour to eat 
despite the cost. The higher price last 
year explains the larger receipts, but 
the lower. prices this year hardly ex- 
plain the increased consumption, unless 
more flour is being made into export 
flour than has been suspected. 

Hard wheat has not kept pace with 
the soft wheat in the recent advance, 
and was selling at 88c in the local mar- 
ket when red wheat was bringing 84 4c. 
Turkey hard wheat, the very choicest 
variety, is still very scarce and much 
sought after. 


Speculative Trade Dull. 


The lid seems to be on the speculative 
market. There is never any fireworks 
about a bear movement, and less than 
usual has developed in this one. The 
heavy-weights are sitting on top of the 
market with big lines sold short, and 
as they’ are waiting for the surrender 
of the cash market in expectations of 
big profits, they refuse to buy even on 
the low ‘spots for profit. 

Minneapolis has had the only fairly 
active market, but even there the range 
was narrow and trade dull, A range of 
%c was all the local market could de- 
velop on some days. Reports of an 
active flour market and heavy sales for 
export shipment are the foundation of 
the bull movements, such as was had 
this week. The profit taking chance 
in these bulges apparently grows less 
each time. 

The Exchange quotation committee 
has recently corrected the system of 
sending cash wheat quotations to other 
markets, because the figures being used 
placed this market in a false light. The 
prices so sént were very generally 
printed by papers taking their figures 
from other exchange boards. The prices 
used were those paid for wheat lying on 
the levee in sacks. The wheat so re- 
ceived is very small compared with 
the railroad receipts and several com- 
mission men have an arrangement 
whereby their receipts of this wheat 
are to be taken at the nearest option 
price at noon. This made a market and 
was quoted abroad as “cash wheat,’’ 
when, in fact, it signified nothing and 
the wheat on track makes the real cash 
market. Levee wheat usually sells at 
option prices and when the question 
was raised was quoted 7 cents below 
the real cash price. 


Corn Promise Fine. 

Several State crop reports last week 
placed the condition of the growing crop 
higher than ever. Missouri report said 
9%. Kentucky claims 101, equal to the 
last Illinois figure. All of the reports 
speak of great August development of 
the crop and say the danger from frost 
is practically over. 

Corn holds up well, No. 2 mixed stay- 
ing close to 53 cents, with white and 
ycllow higher. The acceptances from 
the country are barely siaficient to 
meet the demand which grows each 
day. The new crop options sell close to 
41 cents, but the trade is mighty lim- 
ited. 

Farmers and elevator men are hold- 
ing back their oats and that makes the 
price of 26@26%c for No. 2 mixed and 
29@284c for No. 2 white possible. The 
big shippers in the local market are 
satistied that it is so, as‘the South is 
taking no oats just now and the out- 
side demand at any price is very lim- 
ited. In speculation oats are dead.

At the Grand Union Hotel the death 
was confirmed, and it was understood 
there that the funeral took place last 
Wednesday. 

The romance of the Canadian mil- 
lionaire and the telephone ‘‘Central’’ 
came to light last April. Miss Bennett 
left her position at the hotel after the 
simple announcement that she intended 
to be married. 

Mr. Whitney and Miss Bennett were 
married in St. Cecelia’s Church, Brook. 
lyn, Sunday afternoon, May 7. As a 
marriage settlement Mr. Whitney gave 
his bride $100,000, and in addition $15,000 
for her trousseau. A check for $500 and 
a diamond sunburst were her wedding 
tokens. 

Mr. Whitney had been a widower for 
many years before he met the young 
woman who is now his widow. A son, 
E. R. Whitney Jr., a man of middle age, 
survives him, and it was said at the 
time of the marriage that he approved 
his father’s resumption of marital ties. 
The younger Mr. Whitney was in Eu- 
rope at the time and could not attend 
the marriage ceremony, but when the 
father’s health began to break it was 
to the son’s home that the young bride 
took ‘him. 

The Whitney-Bennett romance began 
with the millionaire becoming a patron 
of the Grand Union Hotel whenever his 
business brought him from Canada to 
this city.

Mrs. Grob declared that Witzhoff.

Franklin County, ITll., and that the 
two boarded at a house on the south 
side of Washington avenue, between 
Beaumont street and Leffingwell ave- 
nue, until Nov. 20 following, when he 
left her, taking $600 which belonged 
to her. 

During this time, Mrs. Grob says, 
Witzhoff was not only employed by Dr. 
Adler, whom he remarkably resembled, 
but was known as his brother, the re- 
lationship being avowed by Witzhoff in 
Adler’s presence and not denied by the 
latter. 

Dr. Adler refused yesterday to discuss 
the Witzhoff case in any phase. 

A dispatch to the Post-Dispatch from 
Baltimore states that Dr. Adler was ar- 
rested in that city several years ago 
with Witzhoff, who was accused of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses, the 
principal one of several charges arising 
from a bogus check passed on a tailor.

But after a few months she filed 
suit for divorce, charging desertion, and 
when she obtained her decree a year 
later she married Henry Schur and went 
with him to Chicago.’’

TRAPPE ARRESTED

AT BATON ROUC 


Scourge Makes Its Appearance 
at Capital Despite Coun- 
try Quarantines. 


NURSES ARE IN DEMAND 


Authorities Beg for Men and 
Women to Take Care 
of Patients. 


Speclul to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 9.—The 
inefficiency of country quarantines was 
manifested today when the official an- 
nouncement who made that a case of 
yellow fever had appeared at Baton 
Rouge. Ever since the fever broke out 
here, Baton Rouge has been tightly 
bottled up. No person was allowed to 
enter the fown unless it was proven that 
the traveller did not visit an infected 
rplace.. The marine hospital certificates 
were ignored and all persons were re- 
quired to spend seven days in a de- 
tention near Baton Rouge, despite de- 
tention in other camps. 

Eugene Woolf, a prominent merchant 
of Marksville,; La., has written a letter 
denouncing the quarantine authorities 
of that place for compelling his wife, 
his children and himself to spend the 
night in a train coach at the mercy of 
mosquitos. He says he and his family 
spent the required time in a detention 
camp, but his health. certificates issued 
by the marine hospital were ignored, 
and he was ejected from the.train while 
making connections. The state board 
is investigating and will prosecute the 
offenders. 


The supply of yellow fever nurses here 
is almost exhausted. The bmn y for 
them is increasing on acedunt of the 
discovery of fever in different parts of 
the state. The nurses, in obedience to 
the people’s request, have not raised 
their rates, and are performing noble 
service in infected localities. 

Two more nurses were sent to Tal- 


lulah, La., today and an equal number 
went to Kenner. The-country author- 
ities are besieging the state board for 
men and women to take care Of 
patients, and until the supply is en- 
hanced there will be a nurse famine.

The next house was No. 3726, that of 
Policeman Frank Yeager of Angelica 
Street Station, who was home and 
aslecp, as were his wife and 14-year old 
son.

Spiritualist Medium, on Trial 
for Alleged Fraudulent Mani- 
festations, 
municate With Spirits.

CONDITION OF WEATHER 
SAID TO BE HANDICAP 


Efforts at “Card Reading” More 
Successful and “Writing” 
Will Be Tried Again Today 
in Different Surroundings. 


Before the investigating committee of 
the National Spiritualists’ Association 
and a number of others interested in 
her case, Mrs. Josie Folsom, charged 
with conducting fraudulent spiritual 
manifestations, submitted to a rigid test 
of her alleged spirit-writing powers last 
night and failed to produce any writing 
from the spirit land on the cards given 
her by the committee. 

The failure was attributed by Chair- 
man Warren of the committee to un- 
favorable meteorological conditions, 

lhe test was made in Mrs. Folsom’s 
doubie parlors at 3007 Dickson street. 
Preceding it, Mrs. Folsom retired to an- 
other room where her clothing was ex- 
amined by a committee of three ladies 
to see that no other cards or mechan- 
ical devices were concealed about her 
person. Then returning to the rear par- 
lor, and before an audience which fiiled 
that room and the front parlor, Mrs. 
Folsom was given a number of biank 
cards to receive whatever spirit-writing 
she might be able to obtain from the 
other world. 

The three members of the investigat- 
ing committee, Chairman Dr. George B. 
Warren of Chicago, Dr. C. H. Schraum 
of Peru,. Ind., and Rev. Thomas Grim- 
shaw of St. Louis, were seated at one 
side of the table where Mrs. Folsom 
sat. Her husband, Dr. Stewart, former- 
ly President of the:Missouri State Board 
of Spiritualists, was on the other side, 
and Mrs. Folsom’'s “human battery,’ as 
she calls it, composed of 12 young wom- 
en whose magnetic Sympathy assists 
her in her manifestations, was arranged 
in &@ semi-circle béginning in the rear 
parlor and ending in the front. 

Mrs. Foisom took the cards given her 
by the committee and held them frst 
between her two hands and then in one 
hand above her head, alternating in 
these positions, afterward placing the 
cards on the table in front of jer for 
examination by the committee. Repeat 
ed trials ended invariably in failure” to 
obtain any spirit-writing on the cards, 


Weather Unfavorable. 


After the first two or three failures, 
Chairman Warren of the committee aa- 
dressed the audience, explaining that 
the weather was not favorable to such 
manifestations as Mrs. Folsom was try- 
ing to make. Then, after another faii- 
ure spirits to write on on 
of the cards, Mrs. Folsoin said wearily.

DEPOSITORS OF 


SALMON BANK 
HOLD MEETING 


Adopt Resolutions Demanding 
That All the Facts Be Made 
Known and Justice Meted to 
the Guilty Parties. 


DEMAND MADE ON CASEY 
’ THAT HE TELL TRUTH 


Deals With Cattle Company 


Assets Discussed by Deposi- 
tors and Receivers’ Attorney. 


CLINTON, Mo., Sept. 9.—More than 
500 Lg nry County men and women, most 
of them depositors in the Salmon Bank, 
applauded this afternoon when resolu- 
tions were introduced commending tne 
Post-Dispatch and ex-Aitorney-General 
E. C. Crow for their work. 

The meeting of depositors was not 
largely advertised, yet the Circuit Court 
room was crowded. ‘There was a dif- 
ferent spirit from the meeting of the 
same people a month ago. There was 
less excitement, but an earnest desire 
to have justice meted out at all haz- 
ards, } 

henry Stark, chairman of the de- 
positors’ committee, presided and cre- 
ated a sensation by relating how nearly 
the bank was closed up June 6, 15 days 
before its final break. Mr. Stark said 
that Bank Clerk R. M. Cook related to 
him that he came to Clinton June 6 and, 
after examining the booas, notified Man. 
ager Casey it was insolvent and wou.d 
have to close. Mr. Uasey thereupon 
called in Dr. Salmon, who assured him 
a man was on his way to buy the Tebo 
Cattle Co. ,and this would put $15,000 
into the bank and make it solvent. 

“Mr. Cook told me,’ gaid Chairman 
Stark, “the thought it best for deposit- 
ors to let it run along and make this 
deal, but of. course we can see now 
it would have been better for de- 
positors if he had closed it down then. 

Rev. W. P. Armstrong discussed both 
criminal prosecution and the receiver- 
ship. He declared that a great deal 
more progress could have been made by 
the present receiver had he had the 
active assistance of the Salmons. He 
discussed briefly the lack of knowledge 
shown by Dr. and Maj. Salmon in their 
deposition in the Sam B. Cook vs. Post- 
Dispatch suit. He declared that those 
behind the counter at the bank were al] 
conversant in a general way with the 
bank’s, condition. 


Resolutions Introduced. 

Rev. Mr. Armstrong then introduced 
lengthy resolutions, The preamble set 
forth that the Salmon bank delivered 
securities to the Kansas City State 
Bank and Commonwealth Trust Co. ag- 
gregating $400,000 t: secure loans of $2165,- 
000, leaving only $123,000 paper in the 
bank, $100,000 of which was paper of in- 
solvents or officers of the bank, and the 
other $23,000 was ‘odds and ends,” leav- 


“hopelessly and irretrievably,”’ for over 
two years. 

The resolutions demand that Casey 
publicly tell the whole truth tn open 
court, for which truth due credit will 
be allowed him; then pledge asststance 
to the officers In enforcing the law 
against all guilty persons, and promise 
harmony in exposing to the public gaze 
the acts of all persons, to the end that 
justice be done; demand a rigid exami- 
nation into the title ef the Kansas City 
State Bank and Commonwealth Trust 
Co. to the collateral of Salmon & Sal- 
mon; condemn perjury in all its varied 
forms and ask prosecution of perjurers 
and declare for federal receivership, 


The last resolution extends the thanks 
of the people of Henry County to the 
Post-Dispatch and to tts attorney, Gen 
Crow, “for the efforts to obtain the 
truth in relation to the feilure and ifn. 
solvency of Salmon & Salmon and the 
exposure thereof without favor, thereby 
enlightening the people in detail.”

HUNT FOR CRAZY MAN

MURPHYSBORO, Til, Sept. 9—The 
farmers of Sand Ridge Township, in 
Jackson County, mine miles from here, 
are still searching for the insane man 
who is belicved to have murdered Wil- 
lie Clutts, aged 9 years, son of Willlam 
Clutts, and Heber Worthen, 8 years old, 
son of Andrew Worthen, by stabbing

each of them through the heart with a 
dagger. 

The region, which is sparsely settled, 
has been threwn into a state of terror 
by the mysterious deaths of the boys, 
and all the children of the neighborhood 
are closely guarded. 

While some incline to the accident 
theory, the great majority consider that 
the character of the wounds precludes 
tnat explanation. 

Although a verdict of accident was re- 
turned at each inquest, Coroner W. 8. 
Forshee believes that the boys were 
murdered. He examined the clothing 
and wounds of each. He ts certain that 
the waist of each boy was cut through 
with a knife, because the cut was clean 
and there was nothing like a tear as 
there would have been if the boys had 
fallen on stubble. He is also convinced 
that there is no stubble stiff enough to 
penetrate the heart of a boy, no matter 
how hard he might fall on it. 

He describes the wounds, which were 
just alike, as having been inflicted by 
a blade two-fifths of an inch wide, 
with.a double edge. 


Death Not Accidental. 


He declares that he is positive the 
death of neither boy was accidental and 
he has grave fears that other children 
may fall victims to the dagger of the 
insane man, who he believes killed the 
two boys. 

Willie Clutts’ death occurred a week 
ago Friday. The boy had been in the 
pasture, not far from the house. His 
mother was sitting on the porch. The 
boy ran up, holding his hands over 
his heart. “Oh, Mamma,” he cried and 
fell on the porch. He died ten minutes 
later. 

He had a Barlow knife in his hand 
but there was no blood on the blade 
and the Coroner found that the blade 
did not fit the wound in his breast. Be- 
sides, the Coroner says the blide was 
too short to penetrate the heart. 

Heber Worthen’s death occurred Tues- 
day evening. Accompanied b two 
smaller sisters he had gone to the pas- 
ture, some distance from the house, to 
drive up the stock. The little ris 
were only 4 feet ahead of him as they 
walked through the pasture. They 
heard no sound behind them. They su 
posed he was following them and did 
not miss him unt!!] they were almost to 
the house. The boy’s father went to 
look for him and found him lying dead 
in the pasture with a wound exactly 
like that which caused the death of the 
Clutts boy. 


Death Scenes Close Together. 
The pastures where the boys received 
their death wounds are about three 
miles apart. Each is small] and bounded

Memphis Woman Will Fight 
for What She Believes Are 
Her Rights Under Original 
Grant to an Ancestor. 


CITY HAS HELD LEASE 
UNTIL RECENT YEARS 


Tract Includes Part of Famous 
Central Park and a Section of 
the Business District of the 
Metropolis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 9.—That a 
Memphis woman, a@ stenographer, 
working as thvusands of women work, 
and looking torward to a monthly sal- 
ary envelope, should be a part owner 
of New York's beautiful Central Park 
and a great tract of land now covered 
with tall office buildings and fronting 
on busy streets, seems at first thought 
almost incredible. But if Mrs. Lula 
Bates Nott, 151 Poplar street, is able 
to eStablish her claim, there will be 
few wealthier women in the country. 

Zachary T. Collier, President of the 
Collier-Hall Horse and Mule Co. of 
Memphis, is also said to be entitled to 
a large share in this property. Both 
he and Mrs. Nott are said to be de- 
scendants of the holder of the original 
British grant of this land. Mr. Col- 
lier has not as yet instituted active 
steps toward recovering his _ inhterit- 
ance, and but little could be learned 
of his connection with the family. 

The estate which is believed to be- 
long rightfully to Mrs. Nott, Mr. Col- 
lier and other heirs, is valued at over 
$400,0U0,000. some. estimating its value 
at a round half-billion. It consists of 
160 acres of land in the heart of Man- 
hattan Island, in one of the busiest 
portions of the metropolis, where land 
is worth almost fabulous sums,~ and 
where hardly a breathing place is left 
unoccupied except where the city fath- 
ers have decreed that the great park 
Shall. furnish one green spot in the 
densely inhabited island. 


Mrs. Nott and three others lay claim 
to @ ninth interest in this roperty, 
owned over 100 years ago by thelr an 
cestor, Andrew Hartsfield of New York. 


Bates of Colorado and Louis P. Bates 
of California, belleve that one-ninth of

The claim to the property is being in- 
vestigaied by Coyner, Tucker & Pow- 


ejectment will be made against the 
city of New York, together with a suit 
for back rents and interest. The totai 
sum claimed will be over $40,000, Mrs.

$10,000,000, enough to make her one of 
the richest women in America. 

The claim on the property is that of 
inheritance, a lease held by the city 
of New York having expired several 
years ago, so that the estate would 
naturally frevert to the heirs of the 
lessor. Until a short time ago no 
claim had been made by the latter, but 
within a few months several heirs of 
different branches have laid claims. 

In 1726, when America was still an 
English possession, Lord Montgomery, 
the Governor of the colony of New 
York, granted to Andrew Hartsfield a 
tract of land embracing 160 acres. This 
tract lies just west of Fifth avenue and 
is bounded by Seventy-fifth and One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth streets, and 
includes a large part of Central Park.

Chief among the radicals—and an almost 
paradoxical fact it is—are the (Chinese. 
There is an element verging on opera bouffe 
in the thought. of almond-eyed restau- 
rateu!s, chop suey artists and washee- 
washee devotees spending sleepless nights 
perfecting themselves in the use of arms 
with the hope of wresting _their govern- 
ment from the controlling powers, but that 
thing is being done and that hope is held 
by the Celestials of St. Louis. Nor is it a 
circumstance to be made light of. The or- 
ganization, of which the local one is a part, 
is national in extent, and whatever’ the 
final result of the preparations may be, 
there is no gainsaying the’ deadly earnest- 
ness of the Chinese who are now taking 
their preliminary training. 

, No. 20 South Eighth street is headquar- 
ers for the Chinese revolutionists in St. 
ouis, and there they meet regularly to 

ill. A few weeks ago the local organiza- 
‘liom was given a decided impetus by the 
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visit of the chef organizer of the society. 
He had been on a tour of the United States. 
inspecting the various local organizations, 
conferring with the leaders and infusing 
new spirit and purpose into the rank and 
file. A banquet was tendered him while in 
St. Louis by the members of the local so- 
ciety, and he stated at that time that the 


work of preparation was in_ progress 


throughout the United States. This society 
has headquarters on the Pacific coast and is 
strong numerically and_ financially. It 
avowedly and openly has for its object the 
overthrow ef the Manehu dynasty in China. 
Next in importance, so far as their actual 
preparations for a, possible revolutionary 
eontingeney is concerned, are the Poles. 
To be born a Pole is to be born a revolu- 
tionist. Such has been Polish history that 
each new-born babe inherits a feeling of ani- 
mosity toward whichever of the three pow- 
ers— Russia, Austria or Germany — he is held 
subject to. This is not a thing to be denied 
by a Pole, but rather something he is proud 
of. Polish boys in St. Louis have for their 
drillmaster ;

linaris Theodore ‘Rymowicz—known_jo the 
inhabitants of the Ashley Building, where 
le lives. as A. T. Waldo.

the members of his military class will exer- 
eise their qualifications in defense of the 
United States, the Polish spirit shows in the 
drilmaster when he adds the hope that if 
occasion offers for them to battle for the 
freedom of their own land they will not be 
found wanting. 

It is a mistake to hold that a revolutionist 
must necessarily be a person who believes in 
blowing up or cutting the heads off of the 
reigning or office-holding powers. Thus, 
certain Russian societies are revolutionary 
and still do not go so0 far as‘to stand for 
dynamiting the Czar. Others—more _rad- 
ical— would overturn the existing order of 
things. 

John Redmond’s reception in St. Louis 
was sufficiently enthusiastic, to show that 
the Irish contingent here is actively in sym- 
pathy with his constitutional views, but 
there are not a few who believe in stronger 
measures than these championed by Red- 
mond and who are contributors to the Physi- 
eal Force Fund. 

The Russian colony in St. Louis is the one 
most pregnated with revolutionary beliefs 
and the one at present most active in ‘pro- 
viding ways and means for their compatriots 
across the sea to carry out their designs on 
the Government. But the same condition 
that makes them so active also makes them 
‘autious, for the power of the Secret Po- 
lice of the Czar is great and far-reaching. 
There are Nihilists in St. Louis of the most 
desperate, determined character. Men and 
women exiles there are here who have been 
deported or driven from their own country, 
and a few who have escaped from Siberia. 
Regular organizations of the most secret 
character are known to exist among the Rus- 
slans in St. Louis, and, like the Chinese or- 
ganization, they are generally affiliated 
with other similar organizations throughout 
the United States and in their native coun- 
try. News of the doings in Kishineff, Odes- 
sa and Warsaw comes to these people al- 
most before'it is cabled by the news associa- 
tions. Their knowledge of what is going on 
in those centers is absolutely up-to-date and 
accurate. They are constantly furnishing 
funds and supplies to their less fortunate 
friends on the other side and every week sees 
new refugees brought over through their as- 
sistance. Deserters from the Russian army 
have: arrived in St. Louis with their uni- 
forms still with them. 

Of German Socialists it has been estimated 
that there are probably twenty-five thou- 
sand in St. Louis. These are honest, earn- 
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est, hard-working advocates of the sane 
tenets that find such widespread’ recogni- 
tion in. the domain of Emperor William. 
These people are just as loyal to the United 
States, their adopted country, as were the 
men who ‘‘fought mit Sigel’’ dufing the 
Civil War, but their interest in the condition 
of their friends and relatives in the Father- 
land is abiding. 

Added to these there is in the cosmopol- 
itan background of the restless foreign pop- 
ulation of this city a_hetrogenous lot of the 
disaffected. Here is one of the Young Turks 
who I@ks forward to the time. when the 
)ttoman Empire will be brought up to date. 
Scattered about,.and rather numerous in the 
aggregate, are Italians in whom the spirit 
of revolution still flickers.. Occasionally one 
comes suddenly on a ‘native of the restless 
Balkans, and if you can get close enough to 
him you will find that he cherishes a secret 
and deadly hatred of some ruler of his’ 
former home. A Spanish Carlist or two and 
a few Spanish Republicans are to be found, 
and not a few South American revolution- 
ists of the most radical kind. 

These South Americans. are a picturesque 
and striking lot. .Of Latin extinction usu- 
ally, there is occasionally amongst them an 
adventurer of some other nationality, but 
who owes allegiance nowhere except to the 
World of Fortune. Many of them are high 
ly educated and are particularly advanced 
in social and ‘‘diplomatie’’arts: 

Honduras, Verfezuela, Brazil, Argentine— 
practically all the countries below the Isth- 
mus—are represented in St. Louis by born 
agitators and revolutionists of those coun- 
tries, forced here to get out of reach of the 
Governmett they have sought to destroy, 
or urged on by the hope that here they may 
furnish their incipjent revolution with that 
most important and most frequently lack- 
ing element of success—the money to 
finance it. Very similar to the South Amer- 
icans are representatives of révolt in the 
West Indies. These are not as numerous as 
they once were, previous to the Spanish- 
American War, but seasons of activity 
still come upon them occasionally. 

Throughout the. foreign quarters of St. 

Louis the fires of. revolution’ smoulder 
and the revolutionary spirits of many 
eountries either brood sullenly over past 
and present wrongs or work <r 
and constantly to bring about a condi 

that will satisfy their: various. motives of 
freedom, revenge or personal i 
ment.

The day of the United States Marshal as 
he is known in Indian Territory today, and 
as he has been known in [ndian and terri- 
torial countries for many years past, 
dvawing to a close. This United States Mar- 
shal is different from his brother official 
6f the States. In many cases he has been 
and is a dictator—an official of arbitrary 
power over hfe and property within his 
jurisdiction. He has not been altogether 
an unmixed evil, but more anathemas than 
blessings have been called down on his head 
he the people he has been supposed to pro- 
tect. A man of bravery he has always 
heen, except in individual instances; cool, 
faring and oftentimes reckless. 

With the coming of Statehood the best of 
bmi will be elected to positions as sheriffs 
and peace officers, while the objectionable 
ones among the personnel will be relegated 
fo that bourne whither went the bad cow- 
hoy, the gun fighter and the frontier gam- 
blew. ; 


Is 


ICTURESQUE, daring, oftentimes reckless and 
ruthless, sometimes chivalrous and magnani- 
mous, the United States Marshal has long 

bang as «x dominant figure on the horizon of his- 
tory in the Southwestern Territorial countries, and 
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especially in those territories wheie ‘a.cle Sam bas 
had numerous Indian wards to look after. But 
the coming of Statehood will mean the going cf the 
Marshal}, and few there will be amony his acquaint- 
ances ofthe palmy days to act as mourners around 
the bier of this fallen autoerat. 

For an autocrat he has been at the best—neces 
sarily so, possibly, owing to the conditions which 
have surrounded him, but certainly so, whatever 
the reason. Not infrequently he has been a re- 
formed “bad man,” or, worse yet, an unreformed 
baud man, a lawless individual turned seemingly 
law-abiding—for revenue only. Occasionally a fig- 
ure has stood out from the ranks of this profession 
—like that of “Bucky” O'Neil, for instance—that 
has dignified it and spread a glamour over all who 
wore the title. 


More often the territorial United States Marshal 

who is usually a deputy marshal two or three 
deyrees removed from the real United States Mar- 
shal appointed by the President—has been petty 
and tyrannical. In Indian Territory—and more par- 
ticularly before the opening of the lands in that 
section of the country to white settlers—he has 
frequently been a dissolute, dissipated tyrant, stop- 
ping at nothing to gain a conviction for the sake 
of the fee, or to avenge some insult, real or fancied. 

Blatant bluffers, many of them, who took advan- 
tage of their official positions and arbitrary powers 
to ride over the rights of inoffensive eitizens, there 
have been not a few instances where their bluff has 
been called and all the wind taken from their sails 
by some private personage of nerve and determina- 
In the very nature of things no set rules of 
action can be laid down for the guidance of a ter- 
ritorial United States Marshal on detached duty, 
far from a superior officer or a court of law. He 
must use what measures are nésessary to gain his 
end, and it is needless to explain that those meas- 
ures will oftentimes be harsh ones. 

lis rea) acts of bravery are magnified and lead 
the swashbuckling official to further acts that are 
more picturesque than necessary and savor more 
of bravado than of pure courage or even of jegality. 
He is pointed out to the neweomer as the most 
powerful individual in the territories, as the one 
to be the most feared or the most hated. 
with the individual who deserves the reputation 


tion. 


Along 
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that his acts fasten upon bu. & really brave ane 
eflicient officer is often condemned. 

in the old days, before the establishment of d.s- 
trict courts at more frequent points, it was neces- 
sary, ‘in the case of the Indian Territory Marshal, 
that he take his prisoner, no matter what his of- 
fense, to Fort Smith, Ark., for trial. Between the 
point of arrest and the point of imprisonment lay 
many dangers that might cause the heart of even a 
brave man to quail. Principal among these, if the 


man were really a desperate criminal, was the prob. 


ability of an attempt at reseune on the part of his 
companions. If such a rescue were attempted, it 
meant either that the Marshal must tamely turn 
hix man over or that he must fight desperately and 
even to death. And even if no rescue were at- 
tempted, the official must watch céaselessly to keep 
his man from escaping of his own efforts. 

To be qualified for all these varied requirements 
‘+ was necessary that a man have expe ience on 
the frontier and that he know the country in which 
he might be called upon to operate. And when a 
man has gone through such experiences as would 
fit him for these requirements he must be pure 
gold indeed if he is not tarnished. As a matter of 
fact, many of the old United States Deputy Mar- 
shales were recruited out of the very ranks of des- 
peradoes. If these were really faithful to their 
official duties they brought down upon themselves 
the imtense hatred and contempt of their former 

als. , 
; No one thing is regarded by a criminal as more 
reprehensible than to “squeal,” to go over to the 
ranks of the “enemy.” And with the hand of every 
man against him—for his faithfulness called down 
the wrath of the outlaw and the unfaithfulness of 
other officers brought him under the ban with better 
citizens—under these conditions it ean easily be seen 
that the United States Marshal could not well be 
a wan of milk end water in the conduct of his 
business, eren if always on the side of law and 


order, 
Along with instances of almost barbarous cruelty 


to the prisoners in the power of one of these men 
of the worse type. there can be found in almost any 
territorial community in the Southwest stories of 
desperate bravery and of geseralship of the highes 


class. Officers have heer known to travel for days 


in the trackless wildertiess, underguing all the har- 
ships of doing without water or food, circuiting. 
backtracking and maneuvering ih order to finally 
land a prisoner in the Federal Penitentiary when 
the gang to which the prisoner had belonged wer 
on his trail. : 

Again, it is told that officers have gone forth wit’) 
a prisoner or after one and have never returned. 
Maybe some day their bones have been found at the 
hase of some tree or rock fortress, along with an 
empty ammunition ease, which told tersely the talc 
of how the end had come, while a profusion of ex- 
ploded cartridges told likewise that the defens- 
had been desperate and, perhaps, deadly. 

That he be quick on the trigger and accurate of 
aim were qualifications to be looked into in the 
appointment of a Deputy United States Marshal. 
rather than to closely scrutinize his private charac- 
ter. To some extent“these conditions have changed 
with the rapid recent development of the South- 
west. Changes of this kind are what are making 
Statehood and the final outgoing of the United 
States Marshal a certainty. But the old class stivi 
reigns in many places and many of them will see 
their undoing only when the territories become 
“tates. 

The characterization herewith made should not 
be applied to the United States Marsha] of the 
States--who is usually a reformed business man of 
sleek, strong appearance and a goodly politica] pull 
—~ hut to the territorial United States Deputy Mar- 
shall, who is always designated as a United States 
Marshal—without mentioning the fact of his depu 
\vahip—as though he were the superior official him- 
self. 

Ferreting out “introducers”—bootleggers, in other 
words, who bring liquor into an Indian country-— 
has been their principal work, Those of them who 
have done this duty faithfully have performed a 
great service, for no other thing has been such a 
disturbing element among the Indian tribes as has 
whisky, and condemnation and punishment of the 
man who sells firewater to “Poor Lo” can hardly 
be made so strong that the good citizen will not ap- 
prove. 

But more than one peaceful, law-abiding traveler 
through the Indian country has met a United 
“tates Marshal and conversed with him pleasantly 
before passing on, only to be overtaken later by 
another officer—or even by the same one—who ac. 
cused him of having liquor secreted about his per- 
son or wagon—and who searched him and found the 
«tuff. The firet visit had been made for the purpose 
of secreting the liquor, and the traveler, a'though 
innocent, found himself convicted by a conspiracy 
of circumstances. 

On the other hand, the reputation of the United 
States Marshal has suffered because of the innate 
objections that a certain class of citizens have to 
the “Lid.” These are law-abiding citizens, often 
business or professional men, who have desired to 
bring liquor into the Indian countries for their own 
ue. Although such a violation is only technical. 
perhaps—the real spirit of the law being only te 
protect the Indians and not to interfere with the 
so-called “personal liberties” of the white citizens— 
the duty of the United States Marshal in such a 
case ia clear. A Federal law is violated and he must 
act. SAnd although he may be at once a judge and 
a keweF of good liquer—and usually is—it devolves 
npon him to enforce the law, a portion of which re- 
qtires that he confiscate whatever liquor is dis 
covered and peur it onto the grownd. 

Thowsands of ciilone of whisky and beer, imported 
strictly for private use, have been thus destroyed 
by Marshals in the Indian countries, and upon the 
official's devoted bead have been poured the vials of 
the wrath of the owner of the stuff that seems to 
be moswt desired when hardest to get. 
rection a citicen of Indian Territory, when asked 
about the United States Marshal as a class, said: 


In this con- 


‘My first introduction to the official was under 


circumstances that made me regard him as a tyrant 
—a thug in the clothing of the law. An offense of 
an objectionable character, but not serious, had been 
committed, presumahly by a stockman on his way 
through the country. A United States Marshal ar- 
rested the man, treating him roughly, and threw 
him into jail without giving the prisoner the sens 
blance of an opportunity to.defend himself or his 
character. It seemed unwarranted, and, in fact, in 
this instance, it was, and it rooted my dislike for 1 
United States Marshal. After living two years in 
the Territory, however, | have found that the 
United States Marshal must necessarily be clothed 
with autocratic powers. 

“He is—or, at least, until within the last few 
years has been—in a lawless country where the 
only arbiter of right or wrong has been might. 
Usually he is condemned, whatever his course. ! 
have come to the conclusion that his reputation has 
been more sinned against than sinning, on the 
whole, although I realize that a great many of my 
fellow residents will take issue with me, and, in 
many individual instances, rightly so. 

“But the day of the United States Marshal is 
waning. Even now the old bully has gone out large- 
ly. One officer in my.town is an Elk, a thirty- 
second degree Mason, & fine fellow, althofigh ag- 
gressive and somewhat arbitrary—necessarily so, 
he says, in defense of his conduct whenever he can 
be induced to discuss it—in the discharge of the 
duties of his office. The other deputy—every good- 
sized town in Indian Territory has one or more 
deputies—is an ex-cowboy, a hard rider and an old 
resident of the country, who knows all the bad 
men and who has run out of room for notches on 
his gun. 

“Most of the chief officers have come from the 
States, brought on by friends with political influ- 
ence. Each court district has its chief marshal, who 
appoints the deputies for the various towns, as I 
haw mentioned. These deputies are not infrequent- 
ly men with « ‘past,’ it must be admitted—but 
what would you have?

This band bears serial letters indicating the year 
the bird was born, and the register number of the 
For each year’s 
As te bird 


particular bird wearing that band. 
birds the serial letters are changed. 
grows its fouot fills the band to such a degree that 
it cannot come off, although the band is still loose 
enough that it does not bind or hurt the bird’s foct. 

As the serial number for the current year is 
selected by the general society on Feb. 14, there 1s 
no use of breeding racers much before that time. 
You can’t get the band sooner, and if your bird 
has grovn much you cannot slip the band over is 
feet. By this method the racers of each year are 
kept relatively of the same age. All letters of the 
alphabet are placed in each of two separate boxes 
and one is taken simu'taneously from each box. 
Whatever the two are they constitute the year’s 
serial. For instance, the serial of the National 
Association for 1905 is B. Y. Thus all Ilomers 
marked B. Y. were born this year. N. A. indicates 
another year, N. O. another, and so on. Following 
the serial letters on the outside of the band is a 
number. 

If you were to find a Homer pigeon marked B. 
¥. 580 and would write to the secretary of the 
National Association of Homing Pigeons at Phila- 
delphia, he would turn to the registry books for 
the year 1905—as indicated by the letters—trace out 
the breeder to whom band No. 580 had been sold 
and at once let you know to whom your captive 
pigeon belonged. In the first place, however, li the 
pigeon you have caught is unhurt and simply worn 
and tired, and you desire to have it go on home, 
just feed it‘on grain, give it plenty of water and 
keeps it out of the way of the cats and rats for 
a few days, then turn it loose, It will go home 
without any further ceremony than to rise in the 
air and circle a few times in order to get its beur- 
ings.

In this connection a St. Louis Homer racing man 
had an amusing experience. Some of his pigeons 
had been in a race and one of them failed to show 
up. A few days passed and he received a leiter 
from a postotiice a few miles away from St. Louis. 
It was very evidently from a German and a part of 
it ran something like this. “I write to tell you 
that 1 caught your pigeon. He was shased by de 
hawk and flew by de barn on de horses backs, and 
was saved by de hawk.” The letter stated further 
that the pigeon would be treated accordingly as 
the owner should indicate. The owner wrvte back 
thanking the German for his trouble and instructing 
him to liberate the bird any clear, sunshiny morn- 
ing and telling him that it would come home by 
itself. Then he watched for the return of the bird, 
but it did not come. One morning, however, a big, 
jovial-faced German appeared at the door with a 
basket under his arm. In the basket was the 
pigeon 

“I brought him home,” announced the German 
triumphantly. Then he explained that although the 
owner of the pigeon had said that the captor should 
turn it loose, he did not propose to take any such 
chances. He said that the pigeon breeder couldn't 
tell him that a pigeon would come home from that 
distance and make him believe it. He knew too 
much about pigeons to believe anything of that 
kind, for had he not raised hundreds of them around 
his barn? He realized that this must be a valuable 
one, he said; else the owner wouldn't have marked 
it as he did, therefore he carried it home, taking 
no chances. 


In addition to the aluminum band with the serial 
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letters and registry number, the racing pigeon car- 
ries another brand on his left. leg, and usually is 
marked on the wing by the owner’s name, this being 
done with an ordinary rubber stamp. The second 
band is made of brass, very pliable. On this bard, 
just before the birds are entered for a race, the 
referee selected for the occasion places certain caba- 
listic marks, letters and hieroglyphics. ‘These are 
known only to the referee and judges of the race. 
They are ertered on the referee’s books. 

When the pigeon returns from his flight he enters 
his loft through a wiie door which is so arranged 
that when the bird opens it an electrical circuit is 
closed and a bel rings in the house. The owner 
of the bird is thus apprised instantly of its re- 
turn. After entering the door which forms the eir- 
cuit the bird has still another door to pass through 
before it gets into the loft. During a race this sec- 
ond door is kept closed. The bird is thus a captive 
in the smal] compartment Letween the outer and 
the inner doors, and there he is found by the owner 
who has been alarmed by the electric bell. The 
owner readily catches the bird in the small com- 
partment and takes the brass band from its leg. 

This band is thrust into a timing clock—the in- 
vention of a St. Louis man—which is so arranged 
that the insertion of the band stops it. The clock 
is then sent to the club where the referee and those 
appointed for the work take the band out of the 
clock and compare it with the registry number on 
their books to see that the band is the one placed 
on this particular bird before the race. Te time 
the birds started on their flight has been telegraphed 
ahead by the person who liberated them, and the 
time of their arrival is indicated by the stop-clock. 

As lofts in different parts of the listrict are of 
varied distance from the starting point the birds’ 
records are obtained by figuring the average num- 
ber of yards covered each minute durng the flight. 
If only one day has been consumed tho entire time 
is computed. If more than one day, then the time 
between the rising and the setting of suns. 

Tirds have been known to acquire the enormous 
speed of a mile and even a mile and a half a minute 
and maintain it all day long, coming into the loft 
so completely exhausted as to be tound lying over 
on their sides with their beaks open and their eyes 
clored, rapidly stiffening and apparently dying 
wlen the owner responded to the alarin bell. But 
their powers of recuperation are marvelous and in 
a few days the racer has recovered and is ready 
ty make another flight if given the opportunity. 

Racing stations are established at points »pproxi- 
mately 100, 150, 200, 300, 400, 500 and 600 miles dis- 
tant from the central portion of the home district. 
St. Louis has two courses, one to the west and the 
other to the southwest. The stations to the west 
are Jefferson City, 100 miles; Otterville, Mo., 150; 
Holden, Mo., 200; Osage City, Kan., 300; Linds- 
borg, Kan., 400; McCracken, Kan., 500; Leoti, Kan., 
600. Those to the southwest are: 100 miles, Pied- 
mont, Mo.; 150, Corning, Ark.; 200, Swifton, Ark.; 
300, Alexander, Ark.; 400, Fulton, Ark.; 500, Big 
Sandy, Tex.; 600, Mount Calm, Tex. 

Some standard of measurement must be recog- 
nized by all racers, elee confusion would exist. For 
the purpose of making these measurements the na- 
tional: societies and all independent societies have 
an official surveyor.

side. In return you will be sent a diagram Iocat- 
ing your house exactly and giving the miles and 
fractions of miles distant from your loft—from the 
very point at which the returning pigeon enters 
your loft—to the various racing stations. 

When a race is determined upon the owners who 
wish to take part pay an agreed fee. This is for 
expenses and purse. The purse is usually divided 
into several parts, there being a first and second 
und sometimes as many as four prizes. In addition 
there may be a cup, or some other trophy given by 
the club or by some member of it, or, if the race 
be national in extent, there may be sweep-stakes, 
grand prizes and derbys. 
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All pigeons are sent to the racing secretary the 
day before they are to be shipped to the point from 
which they are to fly—100, 200 or whatever number 
of miles away may have been selected. By the bands 
on their legs he finds whether or not the birds are 
of the same relative age. He then puts his own 
privately marked band on their legs and ships them 
to the railroad agent at the point from which they 
are to be liberated. This agent has been instructed 
in advance how to proceed. He must feed the 
pigeons certain things at certain hours, give them 
plenty of water and air and release them at a speci- 
fied time. As soon as they are rehkused he must 
telegruph the racing secretary of the home district 
telling him the hour, minute and second of the 
starts, together with a statement of the condition 
of the weather and the direction and character of 
wind blowing. 

Then the birds are off—usually in a bunch. They 
rise and circle and then point straight for home, 
rising a little as they go and gaining speed until 
they disappear from sight at a velocity. exceeding, 
oftentimes, that of the fastest express train. On, 
on they go, over hills and valleys, fields and forests, 
rising high in the air as they approach a mountain 
range, dodging here a hawk that drops from the 
heavens above them and there literally distancing 
another that has given chase, putting on an extra 
burst of speed when fired upon by some hunier who 
has no idea of the value of the game he is shooting 
at—on, on until the late sun drops in the west—on 
until it goes out of sight and the evening shadows 
begin to fall, and then, if he has not come within 
sight of home, the tired racer begins to look for a 
roosting place. He avoids all of his kind, whether 
wild or tame, and usually alights in some bare and 
barren old tree top, or even on the top of a barn or 
a vacant schoo] house. 

Sometimes he has settled down within ten or 
twenty miles of home. He is up with the first peep 
of sun and goes for water and food. This is a task 
for the Homer, for he has been brought up in the 
lap of luxury. One of his difficulties on this second 
day’s trip is to escape his natural enemies. He ean 
no longer out-wing the hawk and he'must hide and 
slink like a hunted thing—ignominious and disgrace. 
ful this seemse to the proud spirited Homer. ile is 
stiff, sore, battered and bruised, sometimes torn ty 
the talons of a hawk or struck by scattering shot, 
sometimes wet through from having entered a rain- 
storm somewhere in his glorious flight. But never 
is he discouraged, nor has he any idea of giving up.

F not in all respects the most important, the 
young King Alfonso of Spain is certainly one of 
the most interesting of the monarchs who have 

visited King Edward since the latter’s accession to 
the throne, and his personality has gained an in- 
creased interest for English people since it became 
known that there was a movement on foot having 
for its object his betrothal to an English Princess. 

He is yet only 19 years of age, but boys and 

girls mature more quickly in Southern Europe than 
in these northern latitudes, and King Alfonso ha» 
been legally a man ever since he was 16, and taking 
his place on the throne, has dispensed with the serv- 
ices of his mother as Queen-Regent, in which ca- 
pacity she had served from the day of his birth. 

He was born six months after the death of his 

lather, and he was only a few minutes old when he 
was taken on a silver tray into a small apartment 


adjoining the room of his birth, where there were 
anxiously waiting several Ministers of State and 
other high dignitaries, who were immensely pleased 
when they saw him for the first time. If the baby 
had not “been a boy there would have been no 
direct male heir to the throne, and a civil war 
would have been almost a certainty. 

It is a curious fact that by descent the young 
King is not really a Spaniard at all, but a French- 
man. for he is a member of what may be regarded 
as the most famous family the world has known—~— 
the Bourbons, and is the only representative of it 
who new enjoys sovereignty, though formerly four 
Bourbons sat on European thrones at the same 
time. 

He has always been a delicate youth, and‘ his 
health has from time to time given the Spanish 
yeople some cause for anxiety; but. this notwith- 


standing, he is possessed of an enormous amount 
of spirit, and ‘insists upon participation in pur- 
suits which, considering the extreme value of. his 
life to the nation, his Ministers have gravely dis- 
approved of, and at least on one occasion this cir- 
cireumstance practically brought about a ministerial 
crisis.

This decline of the humidity is probably a more potent factor in the 
gradual extinction of the disease than any slight fall of the temperature alone, 


JACK FROST THE VISIBLE INDICATION OF THE DOOM

HE arrest of yellow fever in the fall of the year is not due to any freezing of

S the stegomyia mosquito is regarded by scientific men as the only means of 

transmitting yellow fever, it follows that the epidemie.in the South must 
The mosquito which transmits the disease § 
from sick persons is killed, or becomes benumbed and inactive because of the cold. 
Cases that exist will run their course, but with that condition of temperature which 
superinduces heavy frost the disease will have run its course., 
after this will depend wholly on individual cases. 
others require more time, just as in typhoid or other diseases. From three to six 
days after exposure is required for contagion, so it may be expected that the epi-. 
demic will be checked within a week after the first heavy frost. 


The time of recovery 


Some people recover quickly, 


when that harbinger of Winter comes upon 
him the mosq\ito droops and becomes stu- 
pid and inacti¥e, and thousands of them 
die. Thus the \neans of transmission, as 
well as the means‘oef generation, are foreed 
to retreat, while medieal skill and atmos- 
pheric revivifying influent?s combine to 
take advantage of the assistance Nature has 
sent in the embodied shape of Jack Frost. 

Not one frost alone will clear the country 
of the disease, but the persistent and re- 
peated attacks of this foe of the fever are 
always crowned with success.

NE of the most common 
greatest mistakes made by 

mothers is the use of fear as a 
cumpelling agent towards their children. 
Fear is a thing wh.ch children, espe. ial- 
ly very little ones, should never anow, 
and if threats and ghost storics are 
kept from them they need never learn 
it. The knowledge of fear makes a 
child cowardly, where naturally he or 
she would be without seif-conscious- 
ness, 

Too much care cannot be taken in re- 
gard to the choice of pronerly fitting 
boots or shoes for children. They should 
be neither too large nor too small, and 
shouid have low, flat heels. The laiter 
Shou.d be immediately “righted’ as 
soon as they begin to wear on one side. 
If the toes of the ch.ld’s foot show a 
tendency to overlap—as is frequently 
the case when a child first begins to run 
about—they should be massaged with 
the hands once or twice a day. If this 
be done when the curving commences 
it will correct any such defect, and also 
kec> the feet in. good shape. 

It is a great mistake to ,.rmit a baby 
to have a rubber teat, or any other ar- 
ticle, constantly in the mouth to keep 
him quiet. The action of sucking pro- 
motes the secretion of an undue quan- 
tity of saliva, and the consiant pres- 
sure of a foreign body between the lips 
spoils the shape of the mouth. A chiid 
who is in the habit of sucking a paci- 
fier apt to transfer his attention to 
lis fingers or thumb if his accustomed 
comforter is taken away. It is better 
not .‘rmit him to take anything in 
bis mvuuth except the top of his feeaing 
boil.c at his regular meals. 

Do not allow a baby to attempt to 
wala too soon, and then it wili se.dom 
suifer from weak Ankles. A baby shou.d 
be ailowed first of all to crawl avout 
until its body and ankles become stroug. 
If, however, the ankics do become weak 
they should be bathed every morning 
for five minutes with lukewarm water 
und some sea salt, a small handful of 
the salt being dissolved in a quart of 
water. After drying the ankies 
should te well rubbed with a little olive 
vil.
